These returns BM evidently OBlyH/j/jrei- 
ifHtrrioiij to the truth, for the increase of 
cattle, as, here shown, is. much too high, 
and that of sheep at least ten per cent, 
too low. 

We now come to the last return— 
VINL'TAltDS. 

ThU return specifies th* numher of 
acres of land plaoteJ with the grape vine, 
and the quautily of wine and brandy made 
from the produce thereof, in tbe year 1844. 
Being the first return of the kind, we have 
no moans' of comparinB; results. Tbe 
number of acres planted with the vine in 
the tweaty-one couulies ol the Sydney or 
Middle District, is 508. The produce of 
the last vintage was 33,9 15 gallon* of wine, 
and 751 gallons of brandy.
